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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. Claims of this indefiniteness should not be presented for examination due to extensive 
alternative structure (or another, in particular, or to a part, and/or) and indefinite terms ( cohesive 
material joint) and lack of frame of reference (intermediate region-of what?). It is applicant's 
responsibility to present claims that are clear for examination as well as determination of 
potential infringement. Nevertheless, the claims are examined below as best understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Feith et al., US 

6,921,127. 

6. Fleith et al. have, in figures 6 and 7, a crossmember between A-pillars with a metallic 
body 1 16 and a plastic duct 130 with a joining part 120, 124,128 connected mechanically to the 
basic body and which is used for fastening a further component, col. 6, lines 45-47, and which 
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has an intermediate region both between parts 120, 124, 128, and at these parts, both capable of 
reducing heat transfer. 

7. Claims 2-3 are self-evident from the reference. 

8. As to claim 4, the wall of the duct is formed from the basic body 1 16 in the intermediate 

region, which is embossed at these parts listed above. 

9. As to claim 5, the wall thickness of the duct corresponds approximately to the depth of 
the embossed structure and the thickness of the basic body. 

10. As to claim 6, the joining part is formed bent outward, pointing away. 

11. As to claim 7, the joining part is arranged on an inset part 140, figure 7. 

12. As to claim 8, the outer side of member 128 faces the basic body 120, 124 at the 
intermediate region. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

13. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

14. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 

claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

15. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fleith et al. 

16. As to claim 5, the wall thickness of a duct is not a patentable distinction, but rather an 

obvious expedient to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

17. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Fleith et al. 

18. Process steps are not given patentable weight in a product claim in US practice (MPEP 
2113). However, laser and electron beam welding are known processes in the art, capable of 
being used in this environment. 

Conclusion 

1 9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hopton et al., cited by applicant, shows further crossmember structure.
